Tlic Ian- of Boundaries! 


_ Wlien tlio existing laws relating to 
tno boundaries between owners of land 
were instituted, some by common law 
and some by statute, a few matters, and 
more particularly the extent of territory 
occupied by trees, were not very well 
understood. If a tree stood a foot away 
from the line, the adjoining owner was 
not supposed to bo at all 'incommoded 
Hy the roots, as he could die; freely the ' 
whole surface of his ground, they beinf | 
down below, out of his reach; and 3 I 
the branches overhead did not interfere i 
with his work he had no right to com- 
plain. But men have now found out 
that a tree within a foot or two of a 
lino, draws nearly as much of its growth 
from the land of the neighbor as from 
that of the owner. An apple tree'fifteen 
feet high sends its roots fifteen feet, and 
commonly much more, in every direc- 
tion; and to all intents and purposes 
feeds alike on the neighbor and the 
owner. As well might a farmer claim 
to graze his cattle on the neighbor's 
pasture, as to feed his trees on his neigh- 
bor's land. . The injury done by the 
shade of the branches is better under- 
stood, because these are in. sight, al- 
though they do not usually extend half 
as far as the roots. It is well known 
that the roots of some trees, of the black 
walnut for instance, are so exhausting 
as nearly to prevent the growth of plants 
us far as they extend; but what remedy- 
has a neighbor if an owner plants a line 
of them near the boundary "and spoils 
lialf an acre of valuable land? Or, tho 
owner may plant'a row of apple trees 
and get nearly half- their' sustenance 
;hrough their long roots running two or 
three rods on the neighbor's valuable 
land. This is not fiction—it is solid, sub- 
stantial fact.

ing neighbor's apple trees grow aloii"' 
the line and project their branches ten 
feet over the boundary, and their ex- 
tending roots occupy and exhaust one- 
third of his entire lot. He walks un- 
der those loaded branches with deli- 
cious fruit bending down -within his 
reach and shading his garden beds, but 
he cannot touch them without beino- 
guilty of theft in the eye of the law. ft 
may be said that these are rare, and 
overstrained cases. They aro not, bnt 
are frequently occurring, 
and they 


would be observed much more were it 
not that this kind of depredation is so 
often committed that it is scarcely no: 
ticod. Iu another form it would be 
more obvious. If a rich neighbor 
should build-a seven-story manufactory 
on the south side of a narrow town lot, 
so as to cast an entire shade over that 
narrow lot and red. co its crops to less 
than ono:half, or to render it unlit for 
vegetables,- the law might, perhaps, 
make a distinct case or it;.but the 
wrong would be scarcely greater than 
some of the tree depredations already 
mentioned. 


Is it not time that our law-makers 


and lawyers took up this matter and 
made an amendment or revision.— 
Coimtry Gentleman.

legal Trivialities. 


The ends of justice have so often been 


defeated 'by the merest technicalities 
that it is becoming a fixed belief that 
statutes are made for the protection of 
criminals rather than tho defense of so- 
ciety against their outrages. Take an 
extreme case: A desperaao murders a 
man, deliberately assassinates him, as 
Guiteau did Garh'eld. He is seized and 
thrown into prison to await indictment 
by a grand jury, and from that hour 
on to his conviction or acquittal, the 
prisoner, of -whose guilt there can be 
no reasonable doubt, is .afforded every 
possible opportunity to escape the just 
penalty of his crime. A trivial mistake 
in the indictment, the misspelling of 
the prisoner's name, or an insignificant 
and readily-detected error in any minor 
feature, will kill it. Any irregularity 
in the arraignment of the defendant, 
the impaneling of the jury, the ruling 
of the court, the making up of the rec- 
ord, or the pronouncing of the sentence 
must count in his favor, and only too 
often results in . his release, when his 
crime was as clearly .evident as tho sun 
at noonday. 
It is needless to cite 


instances—everybody knows of them. 
The 
latest is 
of a 
man named 


Henry Dyler, arraigned at .Louisville 
for the killing of Joshua Gregory. 
Presumably he is guilty or he would 
not be under arrest, though by a legal 
paradox he must be regarded innocent 
until his guilt is proven. Just why a 
man regarded as innocent before the 
law should be imprisoned until trial, is 
not made plain, and constitutes one of 
the many anomalies with which the ad- 
ministration of justice is cumbered. 
This man Dyler, for some reason or 
other, was at least suspected of murder, 
and the evidence was strong enough to 
send him to jail to await trial. Now, 
the process of a legal investigation has 
two ends in view—the punisliment of 
the guilty and the defense of society 
against 
wrong-doers. 
Clearly both 


parties to the cause have rights that 
cannot be abrogated. The prisoner has 
the right to prove his innocence and so- 
ciety the right to prove his guilt, and 
until the matter is decided according to 
tho forms of law the requirements of 
justice cannot be met. So far as soci- 
ety is concerned it is to its interest, if 
the prisoner be really innocent, that ho 
be given opportunity to prove it, but 
while this privilege is accorded no mere 
quibble should be allowed to prevent a 
full and fair trial. 
' In Dyler's case he was arraigned for 
the murder of Joshua Gregory. 
How- 


ever, when the indictment was -ex- 
amined it was discovered that the name 
of his victim was spelled "Johua" in- 
stead of Joshua, and the case was dis- 
missed and tho prisoner was remanded 
until a new grand jury could draw up 
an indictment with Joshua spelled with 
an "s." It would be hard to say just 
how Dyler would be injured in his trial 
,by the omission of the "s," but he was 
given tho benefit of the error, and the 
.demands of justice and of society are 


;waived in his behalf. Clearly Dyler 
•stands in as great a shadow before the 
'people as before this orthographical 
.'error was detected, and he cannot hope 
to emerge from it until a full and fair 
^rial is had. The omission of the letter 
•'"s" in the indictment would in' no way 
have interfered with his rights, nor 
would it have given society any possible 
advantage over him; still it was con- 
strued in his favor. Ano'.her instance 
is cited. In Indiana, some years ago, 
'a murderer, who had been tried and 
convicted of murder with a pistol, 
moved for arrest of judgment, and, 
calling attention to the fact that he was 
indicted for killing with a "pistole," 
claimed 
that 
there was no such 


weapon, and was discharged. In con- 
nection with this case it is said that the 
Judge who rendered this decision was

There arefrequentdestruction of farm 


houses iu the winter by fire caused by 
carelessness. Taking up ashes iu wood- 
en vessels—putting ashes with fire in 
them in old barrels or boxes too near 
the dwelling o*out-buiJdings. Fire will 
slumber for days buried in ashes, and 
then be suddenly fanned into a llameby 
the rising of the wind. Or there may 
be defective flues, where dry wood 
comes close in contact with the smoke. 
The flue fills with soot. In very cold 
weather large fires are made, the soot 
ignites and burns out the flue with in- 
tense heat. The contiguous timber is 
set on fire, and probably burns slowly 
for hours or even days. In the dead 
hour of night it may break, out, con- 
suming the dwelling with all of the con- ! 
tents, and it .may be some of the prec- 
ious inhabitants. For this who is to 
blame? The head of the family who 
neglects to. see that his chimney flues. 
stove.pipes and ash bins nre all safe. Or 
it may be some inferior member of the 
family who.neglects or disobeys orders 
in the placing of ashes in a safe place. 


If'a house is burned by any one of the 


foregoing causes, very few of the own- 
ers will recollect the surrounding cir- 
cumstances distinct enough to tell the 
insurance company all about it. Tho 
colder the weather the greater the dan- 
ger of the destruction of farm liouses, 
hence the importance of farmers on 
reading this.article to examine and sec 
that all thejr chimney Hues, stove pipes 
and ash' bins are perfectly safe, and 
that those who take up ashes strictly 
follow the safest rules laid down by in- 
surance companies as to the care and 
disposition of ashes. Farmers' wives 
who are worth keeping are particular 
about having -all of their good wood 
ashes for the purpose of making a bnt- 
ter article of soap than can eveAie had 
at the grocery. It will pav to build a 
brick vault or ash house ou'every farm, 
at a safe distance from all buildings, 
and then make it an invariable rule that 
any one taking up ashes, no matter 
what kind of a vessel the}' are in, is to 
put them at once, without allowing any- 
thing to intervene, in the lire-proof ash 
bin. 
This will secure safety, and there 


is no other plan which will. Nearly all 
of the incendiary fires by which farm 
houses are destroyed are the negligcn 
acts and careless supervision of th 
owner. . Look now, and to-dav to an 
part of tbe house whore there is'an v pos 
eibility of fire being communicated.— 
Iowa Stale Journal.

inals. These absurd decisions, which aro 
in the interest of lawlessness, would indi- 
cate that society has no rights that may 
not be set asido on any technicality. It is 
conceded that the accused are entitled 
to a full and fair trial, and it ought to 
be conceded, as well, that society is en- 
titled to a full and thorough investiga- 
tion. The astute Judge who dismissed 
this indictment w.ould, under other cir- 
cumstances, have held it good. Sup- 
pose, for instance, that Joshua Gregory 
had been President of the First Nation- 
al Bank, and some paper had published 
a statement that "Johua . Gregory, 
President of the First National Bank, 
has proven a defaulter for $100,000." 
Would not .society recognize the man, 
and would not the injury sustained by 
him be as great as though the missing 
"s" had been inserted in his name? 
But, because a careless clerk omits a 
letter from a name in copying an in- 
dictment,' in no wise rendering'obscurc 
who is meant, the machinery of justice 
comes to a standstill. Society has been 
made the victim of trivial technicali- 
ties until, in many instances, the ad- 
ministration of justice becomes a farce, 
and so far has this been carried that 
crimes have been planned and executed 
in the confidence of escape through- 
such quibbles. Our Judges owe it to 
prisoners at the bar to give them a fair 
trial, and to. the people to see that such 
trial is proceeded with without unnec- 
essary and useless obstruction or delay. 
—Indianapolis Journal.

A man with so many duties must'neglect 
some of them, and can't be all over a six- 
story house in a moment; as to the house 
being a fire trap, I don't believe a word 
of it; if it was, all our hotels m all the 
broad lan/3 are; there were--two largo 
Wights of stairs, one1 m each end ot the 
house; there were five lire escapes on the 
outside, and had the inmates known .of 
them, many might have escaped; 'but 
tliere being no one to guide and show 
them, of--course they did not know nor 
could they find them. I would ask what 
better is the Plankinton house, with only 
one fire escape, with its mazy labyrinth- 
ian halls; let it take fire in the elevator, 
the stair case is useless, and full as fear- 
ful.a record as the. Newhall will unfold. 
The only true fire escape is an iron balco- 
ny on the level of every story running 
clear around the house, with an occasion- 
al man-hole and ladder to descend by 
them; your three, four, five and six story 
hotels may be then habitable; scared 
women, stupid, men and helpless children 
can' not descend by means of ropes and 
other slimsy contrivances. Let a law be 
passed thatnvery hotel or building where 
people live and sleep, ovsr two stoTies 
high, be'compelled to put up a balcony 
as described aud there will bo no more 
Newhall'horrorg.
